Indianapolis, Dec. 
23. — That, 
all 


schoolhouses shall conform to natural 
sanitary laws is one of the legislative 
recommendations in the annual report 
of the state board of health, which 
was ordered sent to the printer yes- 
terday. 
The board also recommends 


that medical inspection o£ the schools 
be mads compulsory, that the stream 
pollution law bo made operative by an 
appropriation for a sanitary engineer 
and that active steps -be taken to re- i 
forest water sources' in order that the 
state's water supply may be 
main- 


tained. 
In connection with the latter. 


two 
recommendations attention 
is 


called to tlie fact that Indianapolis 
and Muncie will both in lime be de- 
pendent upon the streams -for water 
supply.

T. Hurty. secretary of 
Hi? 


state board of health, has inspected 
schools all over the state, condemning 
thirty-two in the last year for their 
nsanitary conditions. He lias met with 
difficulty in getting the proper sort of 
buildings erected to replace those con- 
demned and hopes to gel. legislation 
to make it possible to order thn erer- 
tion of buildings that will conform to 
"natural sanitary laws." • 


In regard to inedical inspection of 


the schools Dr. Hurty calls at.tetion to 
the fact that the last legislature failed 
In pass s bill providing: for it, and 
adds "medical inspection is necessary 
and should not longer be delayed." Ho 
points to the well-known connection 
between physical condition and mental 
effort as "demanding siich attention. 


Water Wells Failing. 


Th° ground 
wells as a sourc" of 


public 
water 
supply 
have become 


scarce, says the report. Jn both Mun- 
cie and Indianapolis the ground well 
water supply ha? b«<:n found 
Insuffi- 


cient. and filtration plants have had to 
.he installed at great 
expense. 
The 


deep wells that have b<r»n installed in 
both cit.ics arc failing. In view of this 
the time, it is pointed out. is not. far 
distant when dependencp will have to 
be placed entirely uron stream supply. 


In order to prevent stream pollution 


Dr. Hurty states that th? stream pollu- 
tion law now r>n th? statute- books will 


have to be reinforced by providing for 
sanitary surveys of the streams and a 
sanitary engineer to be In charge of 
the inspection department. An appro- 
priation will be necessary. Some pro- 
vision will also hare to be made for 
reforesting stream sources and 
the 


state as well in order to preserve the 
annual rainfall. 
A provision should 


also be embodied that, all plans and 
specifications for plants to furnish pub- 
lic water supply shall be submitted to 
the state board. 


"The question of pollution destruc- 


tion will not -own," says the report, 
and adds the pertinent inquiry. "Shall 
the state attend to it now or after dis- 
ease, death and pecuniary loss compel 
action?" 


A number of minor changes in the 


law are recommended. Instead of twen- 
ty days for filing reports of death a 
change to two days should be made, 
the report under the present law being 
unnecessarily delayed and even evaded. 
Also the department, it 
is stated, 


should be strengthened hy 
an 
in- 


creased appropriation over the usuaJ 
$10.000 annually, -the 
duties 
of. the 


board being too important and-too di- 
verse to make tha amount adequate.
